The Boa i d of Trust ee.s of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corjioration to 
.set out or plant any trees, jialms or 
.shrubbery in any part of any streets, 
roads, avenues or public plaee.s in the 
City of Sierra Madre without first 
obtaining permission so to do from 
the Board of Tru.stecs of .said City. 

SLC'ilUN Z. 'the properly own- 
eis representing the majorU> of the 
iionlage upon any given street may 
.select atii approveU variety oi shade 
tree for planting on said street and 
may present their choice of oUch tiee 
by a petition to the Board of trustees 
of .>aia City; anu if .^atislactory to tlie 
Boaid of Irustees, said Board shall 
designate by resolution such variety 
of .-liade tree for planting on said 
street; and it siiail thereafter be Ine 
only kind ol .-jliade tree to be planted 
on .said street.

two nearest interi^ecting stre-ets, or 
llie combined frontage of both sides 
of any .street between the nearest in- 
ter.sectmg streets and the end of such 
street.

SECflDN 0 . The term of two 
years fiom and alter the date of this 
ordinance shall be allowed to the 
projierty owneis of the City of Sierra 
-Madre in winch to set out said trcHls 
in accordance witn the provisions of 
tins ordinance, and thereafter said 
Board of Trustees may cause such 
tri>os to be planted and the cost there¬ 
of to be assessed upon the pfoperly 
in front of which trees are so planted. 

SECTTuN b. Any person violating 
any ol the provisions of this ordin¬ 
ance shall bo doenicxi guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor and upon conviction there¬ 
of shall be punished by a line of not 
more than twenty-live dollars 
or by imprisonment in the City Jail of 
the City of :>ierra Madre for not more 
than ten tlOy days, or by both such 
line and imprisonment. 

SECTION 7. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this ordin¬ 
ance and its approval by the Fresi- 
dent of said Bi'iird and shall cause the 
same to be publislicxl by one insertion 
in the Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
newspaper of general circulation jiub- 
lislu\i and ciiv ulated in .said City of 
Sierra Madre and thereupon and 
thereafter the same shall be in full 
force and effect.

ORai NANCE NO. 234 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE CREATING A 
WATER DEPARTMENT FOR 
SAID CITY AND ESTABLISHING 
w\tER rates, and liKGULA- 
TIONS FOR THE USE OF W A¬ 
TER THEREIN, FIXING A PEN¬ 
ALTY FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF, AND REPEALING 
ALL ORDINANCES AND PARTS 
OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT 
THEREWITH. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

SECTION 1. A Water Department 
of the City of Sierra Madre is hereby 
created which shall have charge of 
the operation, maintenance and repair 
of the water system of said city, sub¬ 
ject to the control of the Board of 
Trustees of said City. 

SECTION 2. There shall be a Su¬ 
perintendent of the Water Depart¬ 
ment, and also an Auditor of said 
Water Department, to be appointed 
by Resolution duly passed by said 
Board of Trustees and which said 
Resolution shall also li.\ the salary or 
compensation to be paid the appoint¬ 
ees therein named and .such appoint¬ 
ees shall hold office during the pleas¬ 
ure of said Board. 

SECTION 3. The duties of such 
Superintendent shall be to conduct 
such water department subject to the 
control of said Board of Trustees and 
to enforce the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance, and generally to do and per¬ 
form such duties as the Board of 
Tru.stoes shall by ordinance or other¬ 
wise direct. The Auditor of said wa¬ 
ter department shall keep all the ac¬ 
counts, books, minutes, and records of 
said department and shall render and 
collect all bills thereof. He shall 
promptly pay into the treasury of said 
City the proceeds of all collections 
made by him and shall report the 
amount of such collections and 
deposits to the Board of Trustees at 
the fir.st regular meeting of said 
Board in each month, together with a 
list of all delinquents. 

SECTION 4. All moneys received 
by'the City Treasurer from the Wa¬ 
ter Department shall be credited to a 
“Water Revenue Fund.” All money 
shall be paid out of such fund upon 
warrants duly drawn thereon in the 
manner provided by law. 

SECTION .'i. All water shall be 
delivered through meters and the me¬ 
ter rate for water each month 

.shall be as fo'lows: 

I’or 6uU cubic feet, or less, $1.2.5. 

For the second 500 cubic feet or less 
per 100 cubic feet, .10 cents. 

For the ne.xt 1500 cubic feet or less, 
in excess of the first 1000 cubic feet, 
per 100 cubic feet, .07 cents. 

For each 100 cubic feet in excess 
of the first 2500 cubic feet, .04 cents. 

Provided however that where water 
is served through a permanent me¬ 
ter in excess of a five-eights inch me¬ 
ter, the minimum monthly charge for 
such service shall be as follows: 

1 inch, $1..50. 

114 inch, $1.75. 

IV2 inch, $2.00. 

2 inch, $2.25. 

3 inch, $3.00. 

W'here more than one separate con¬ 
sumer is served through a meter in 
excess of a five-eights meter, only one 
such minimum in excess of $1.25 min¬ 
imum shall be charged. 

SECTION 6. The W'ater Supeiin- 
tendent may permit more than one 
place of business using small ((uanti- 
ties of water mainly for lavatory and 
drinking purposes to be served 
through the same meter when in his 
opinion special conditions justify such 
service; and in all sucti cases a mini¬ 
mum monthly meter rate shall be 
charged for each separate place of 
business so served, of not less than 
$1.25 per month. 

If any meter readings for such 
places of business show any excess 
over the amount of accumulated mini- 
mums a pro-rate charge shall be made 
of such excess to each place of busi¬ 
ness served through such meter.

Water for each barrel of lime or 
cement, .05 cents.

Water for cement walk for each 100

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The first of a series of three statements 

For obvious reasons the following facts of interest to 
the public could not be published during the war. 
They affected a vital war necessity regarding which 
the Government required secrecy. But now that the 
war is won, we are at liberty to make the following 
statement of facts: 


Highly volatile gasoline for fighting- 
aeroplanes was one of the war needs.

The Government’s demand for avi¬ 
ation gasoline reached its maximum in 
the late fall of 1918, and then for a peri¬ 
od of about six weeks the deficiency of 
Red Crown gasoline in low boiling- 
point constituents or easy - starting 
qualities was most apparent.

RODS GIVE NO PROTECTION 

French Vine Growers Find They De¬ 
rive No Benefit From Metal 
Rods They Erected. 

The vine-growing reginn of the Gi¬ 
ronde, In Franee, has been quite ex¬ 
tensively equipped In recent years 
with tall metal rods, similar to light¬ 
ning rods, known sr pnnigreles or 
"electric Niagaras,” and alleged to *f- 
ford protection from hailstorms. A 
careful study of the functioning of 
these rods has recently bet>n published 
hy .M. E. Courty of the L'nlverslly of 
Bordeaux. The stnti.stlc.s presented 
show that numerouR hailstorms have 
occurred In the vicinity of nearly all 
the rods. Moreover, according to M. 
Courty, there has been no obvious 
■'hange In the character of these 
storms since the erection of the rods. 
His article points out some of the 
principal reasons for the erroneous 
conclusions that others Imve drawn In 
favor of them; for exnmiile, the fact 
'hat. normally, only one thunderstorm 
111 five Is attemled hy hall : that the 
area over which hail falls is normally 
very small In comparison with that 
covered hy the tluinderstorin. and hall 
tends to oeeiir In seattered patches or 
narrow haii'ls; nnd, lastly, that a dis¬ 
trict in which hall has fallen for two 
or three years In succession often re¬ 
mains free fr.en hall f.ir years, re- 
cariiless of *' i itallathm of hnll-pro- 
teetlng devie •-

•lon with the gas works, where mod¬ 
ern machinery has been Installed In 
a special building. The re.snlt was ex¬ 
cellent. In that the waste heat from 
the gas works ts being used In a prac¬ 
ticable and profitable manner, and In 
the course of a short time all the 
black bread which may be needed 
will be baked In the new bread fac¬ 
tory. 

The Idea was that of a .voting stu¬ 
dent there, au'i It is considered one of 
the best means of saving coal, time 
an't money. Three-pound loaves have 
been completely baked In throe hours 
In considerable nuoi'iers.
